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South Africa Gov't 
Plans to Reimpose 


Pass Book Laws 


CAPETOWN (UPI)—The South African Govern- 


ment announced Wednesday night it will reintroduce | 


the law requiring Africans 


to carry pass books. 


Political observers described the move as fraught 


with possible new dangers of 
eruptions in this racially troubl- 
ed nation, 


Minister of Justice F. C. 
Erasmus announced: “Police 
will henceforth be able to de- 
mand reference books (pass 
books) or temporary docu- 
ments.” 

He said “as a result of riots 
and intimidations there are at 
present numbers of Bantu (Afri- 
cans) who did not posses their 
reference books.” 

Some Africans burned their 
pass books after the Govern- 
ment announced suspension of 
the law requiring them. 

Erasmus added that starting 
this week, arrangements will be 
made to supply these peopie 
with temporary documents. 

The Government suspended 
the pass book requirement on 
March 26, following bloody riot- 
ing five days earlier at Sharpe- 
ville and Langa in which 72 
Africans died and nearly 200 
were injured. 

The Government move came 
after a day which saw racial 


tension in South Africa eased 


somewhat. Wednesday was the | 


308th anniversary of the first | 
white landing in South Africa, | 
a public holiday in which the | 
African “stay-home” movement | 
had no effect. 

The Erasmus statement warn. | 
ed employers they would be | 
guilty of an offiense “if they | 
employ or retain the services of | 
Bantu who are not in es- | 
sion of the required reference 
books or other documents.” 

Political observers Wednes- 
day night believed the Govern- 
ment statement was certain to 
provoke some action on the 
part of the African National 
Congress and the Pan-Africanist 
Congress. They pointed out 
that neither of these organiza. | 
tions has as yet formally been 
banned, although the measure 
permitting banning has passed 
through Parliament. 

The Sharpeville shootings 
were touched off by the Pan- 
Africanist demand for complete 
abolition of pass laws in South 
Africa. : 

Under these laws Africans 
are forced to carry lengthy 
documents proving their right 
to live in certain areas of the 


Union and also their right to 
hold certain jobs. 

The pass laws have been the | 
main target of African nation- | 
alism in this country. Police 
chief Maj. G. I. Rademeyer’s 
announcement March 6 that 
police temporarily would not ar- | 
rest Africans found without | 
the documents was greeted as | 
a major victory for the nat’on- 
alists.

Japan’s Economic Gains 
Praised by U.S. Envoy 


OSAKA—U.S. Ambassador 
Douglas MacArthur II yesterday 
hailed Japan's accomplishments 
of the last 10 years as proof 
that economic growth can best 
be achieved under free enter. 
prise in a political democracy. 

Speaking at a dinner spon. 
sored by the Japan-America So- 
ciety of Osaka at the Interna- 
tional Hotel, the ambassador 
paid tribute to Japan's “impres- 
sive achievements.” 

The ambassador said: 

“Many people defend, or at 
least excuse, Communist polli- 
tical regimes because, they say, 
only such regimes can organize 
countries for rapid economic 
and industrial progress.” 


Japan refutes this claim, 
MacArthur said, noting that 
“Japan's economic and social 
accomplishments in recent 


years are not just impressive— 


they are outstanding.” 

“These remarkable accom- 
plishments have been made un- 
der a system of political free: 
dom,” the envoy said. “During 
the 1950s Japan had four differ- 
ent governments.” 

He added: 

“Japanese workers have been 
able to choose their own places 
of employment. They have 
formed trade unions. They are 
able to strike for higher wages 
and for better conditions of 
work. 

“In short, Japan has lived 
under the conditions of political 
democracy and individual free- 
dom. 

“The record, I submit, bril- 
liantly proves that a free society 
does not mean a stagnant econo- 
mic and social system. A free 
people can out-produce and out- 
perform the Communists.” .

Sputnik III, launched May 
15, 1958, reaped a big harvest 
for science, In its 23 months 
of life it orbited the earth more 
then 10,000 times, reporting on 
radiation, ring currents and 
other properties of space. It 
carried the heaviest instru- 
mental payload, 2,925 pounds, 
ever put in orbit around the 
earth.

Workers for 
U.S. to Get 


New Status 


Procurement Agency Director 
Tadashi Maruyama told the Diet 
yesterday that the status of 
Japanese workers employed 
directly by some United States 
installations here would be 
changed as early as possible af- 
ter a new agreement with the 
U.S. comes into force. 


He referred specifically to the 
15,000 Japanese nationals hired 
directly by U.S. Army PX’s and 
other “nonappropriated organi- 
zations” approved by U.S. mili- 
tary authorities. 

After the existing Japan-U-S. 
Administrative Agreement is 
replaced by a new arrangement, 
the system of employment will 
be changed so that the employ- 
ment of Japanese by U.S. forces 
and other Organizations is car- 
ried out by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment, Maruyama said. 


Maruvama revealed that there 
were now about 62,000 Japanese 
workers hired indirectly by 
various U.S. military installa- 
tions. 


Even after the new agree- 
ment comes into force, he said, 
however, there was no need to 
change the general framework 
of the master labor contract 
now in force, which governs 
the employment conditions of 
the Japanese workers in the 
employ of the U.S. Security 
Forces. 


As for the workers for the 
nonappropriated organizations, 
Maruyama added, a_ separate 
labor contract would probably 
be signed. 


U.S. Copter Crew, 
Japanese Saved 


NAHA (UPI)—The two-man 
American crew and five Japa- 
nese passengers of a disabled 
U.S. Air Force helicopter were 
rescued uninjured Thursday on 
remote Iriomote Island, 200 
miles southwest of Okinawa. 


The helicopter was forced 
into a ditch Wednesday after- 
noon when fire broke out in the 
engine during a two-hour aerial 
survey of the island.

The Japanese group 
calis itself “Gusho,” meaning 
concrete (presumably as an 
antonym to abstract), 
the French side rests on the 
title “Group de l’Art Figuratif.” 

Included among the foreign 
visitors are such eminent names 
as those of Buffet, Coutaud, 
Clave, Goerg, Lorjou, and many 
others; the Japanese contribu- 
tion includes sculptors, as well 
as painters, and the stylistic 
range is extremely wide, from 
the near-photographic to real 
reap encene The confusion and

nervewracking show. 

By 
above paragraph, I mean the 
literal usage of the word in its 
etymological derivation from 
the Latin, as indicating a “pull- 
ing out” or extracting of design 
from a subject seen in nature. 
Despite all the protests to the 
contrary (as implied in the 
Japanese name “Concrete”), 
the artists in this group 
often end in non-recognizable 
or nonfigurative design, no mat- 
ter what their starting point in 
nature may have been. 

According to Marcel Zahar’s 
preface in the catalogue “every 
creator makes on his painting 
his own preferred blending of 
realities: his own and that which

he perceives in subjects which 
exist or which he imagines.” 

With this there can be no 
quarrel. Once the imagination 
is admitted, no limitations can 
be fixed. Hence all degrees of 
realism and abstraction are here 
in evidence, among the French 
as well as among the Japanese 
artists. Why, then the embattled 
attitude? 

The catalogue, once more, 
speaks of this group as a sort 
of resistance to the prevailing 
tyranny of abstraction, to “the 
cabal among intellectuals which 
insists on an aesthetic hostile 
to recognizable motifs from na- 
ture within a work of art.” A 
fashion for abstraction there 
may well be, or even a strategy 
among dealers and among bohe- 
mian opportunists in the arts, 
but if anyone can ever herd 
“intellectuals” into any single 
coherent policy, that will be 
news, indeed. 

Since a high percentage of 
the painters in this show allow 


their imagination to roam to the 
extent of unrecognizable forms,

of players changes little from 
year to year and the broad, 
flower-dotted golf course re. 
mains much the same. 

No one plays in the Masters 
who hasn’t earned the right ei- 
ther by winning one of the 
world’s major championships in 
the past or by outstandnig per- 
formances in the last year. This 
time six Americans who never 
had played in the Masters were 
invited along with a scattering 
of new foreign golfers. 

And no stranger to the de- 
manding, 6,850-yard par 36-36— 
72 course is likely to barge in 
and outscore the players who 
have spent years learning the 
tricks of the deceptively broad 
fairways and the huge rolling 
greens. However, Jack Nick- 
laus, the young National ama- 


teur champion, Wednesday fired 
a practice round of 32-34—66, 
six under par, on the slowly- 
drying course. 

Favorites in the field of about 
90 include Arnold Palmer, the 
winner here in 1958 and the out- 
standing player on the winter 
tour this year; Mike Souchak, 
who feels he has a good chance; 
three-time Masters champion 
Sam Snead; Cary Middlecoff and 
Ken Venturi. 

Jimmy Demaret, a three-time 
winner, and Ben Hogan, who 
has won twice and finished sec- 
ond four times, aren't getting 
much consideration.

Japan, Indonesia Sign . 
Sumatra Oil Agreement

DJAKARTA—Japan and Indo- 
nesia Thursday concluded a 
¥18,845-million ($52, 390,000) cre- 
dit agreemen*’ permitting Japan 
to receive at least four million 
kiloliters of Sumatra crude oil 
in the next 10 year's 


The agreement will go into ef- 
fect June 1 following the ap 
proval by the governments of 
the two countries. 


Japan will supply plant, 
equipment and technical serv- 
ices by way of credit for the 
development of oil fields and 
new explorations for oil and 
gas in a vast mining area in 
North Sumatra under the con- 
trol of the National Oil Com- 
pany of Indonesia (Ptrmina). 


The agreement was signed 
here Thursday morning  be- 
tween Col. Ibnu Sutowo, pres 
ident of Permina, and Klichi 
Mimura, representative of the 
Kobayashi Group in Japan and 
president of the Japan Petro- 
leum Exploration Co. (JAPEX). 


A group of Japanese b\siness 
leaders represented by Ataru 
Kobayashi, former chairman of 
the Development Bank, and 
later joined by .Kogoro Uemura, 
vice president of the Federa- 
tion of Economic Organizations,

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Miike Colliery Dispute 

The embattled Mitsui Mining Co.’s management Wednes- 
day night agreed to accept a mediation plan presented 
by Mr. Keizo Fujibayashi, chairman of the Central Labor 
Relations Commission, in connection with the labor dispute 
at the Miike Colliery at Omuta in Kyushu. 

This arbitration plan, which virtually supports the 
company’s proposals involving the discharge of 1,278 
workers, is also in the hands of the Japan Coal Mine 
Workers Union (Tanro) Which has yet to decide whether 
to accept it or not. 

The inability of the management to continue operation 
of the Miike Colliery under the conditions at present 
prevailing is a matter of common knowledge; the colliery 
is unprofitable, and attempts to correct this have met 
with opposition from the miners who have rejected plans 
to reduce the number of workers and generally rationalize 
operations. The position; of course, cannot be separated 
from the general situation of the Japanese coal industry 
which, like the coal industry in a number of other 
countries, has been put in a difficult position by the 
increasing use of oil in industry and other factors. 


The story of the dispute at the Miike Colliery makes 
unhappy reading, and incidents have occurred - which 
illustrate how easy it is for labor-management differences 
of opinion on how to deal with an intractable situation 
to degenerate into manifestations of violence. 

Over 150 persons were injured when striking and non- 
striking miners clashed as some 10,000 miners, including 
those mobilized by Sohyo (the General Council of Japan 
‘Trade Unions) and Tanro attempted to block splinter 
union members from returning to work, and subsequently 
it was reported that a member of the former union had 
been stabbed to death with a knife while acting as a picket 
to prevent the new union members from working. 


The stabbing was alleged to have been. done by a+ 


“pressure group” which had no connection with the new 
union but was composed of “rightists” who were bitterly 
opposed to Sohyo and all its doings. Whether this be 
correct or not, it is obvious that the Miike dispute has 
been made an occasion for a display of political and class 
feeling on the part of some individuals instead of being 
considered strictly on its economic merits. 


{t was Tanro that actually requested the mediation of 
the Central Labor Relations Commission and it can hardly 
‘advise the continuance of the strike in view of this action 
even if the commission’s plan is unfavorable to its conten- 
tions. In making the request for mediation, it was backed 
by the Socialist Party, which urged the mining company 
to cali off its plan to resume production with the aid of 
members of the new union. The Socialist Party's statement 
said the management of the mining company should 
accept the commission's decision immediately after it was 
presented. Well, it has now done so; and it is up to the 
miners to return to work while matters are being arranged 
on a.common sense basis. 

We have nothing but sympathy with the coal miners 
in Kyushu and elsewhere who are faced with such difficult 
times but individual collieries, and the industry as a 
whole, must be put upon a profitable basis. It is quite 
clear that retrenchment at the Miike Colliery is necessary 
and the questions of wages to be paid and the number of 
persons to be employed must be settled on a strictly 
business basis. 

We believe the strike was ill advised from the beginning 
and that the miners were acting against their own interests 
in refusing to help the management to enunciate a program 
that would enable the colliery to pay its way. Once a 
non possumus attitude was adopted by the workers and 

a walkout initiated, there was little chance of a peaceable 
Prchecrnaciay ts -labor agreement, becoming possible without 
outside interference. 


The Government has been more or less inert over the 
struggle at the Miike Colliery. Probably there was nothing 
it could do. After all, the Central Labor Relations Com- 
mission was there to act if appealed to. But we would 
like to see a greater effort on the part of the Government 
to assist the coal industry to reorganize on more rational 
lines and to help the miners who are thrown out of 
employment to adopt a new means of livelihood. Some- 
thing has been done in this direction, it is true, but hardly 
enough. 

We would also like to see both Sohyo and Tanro adopt 
a more practical attitude toward problems of this kind. 
Mere resistance to change, when change is obviously 
necessary, can lead to no good results. 

If the Japanese coal industry as a whole is to be put 
into good running order, and the workers are to have a 
fair share of what rewards are possible, political issues 
must be excluded and the economic facts faced in a 
businesslike manner. There should be no room for. “leftist” 
or “rightist” activities. What has happened at the Miike 
Colliery may contain a lesson for all concerned.

Even with ‘adequate policing 
of detectable tests, some colum- 
nists saw a moratorium on 
small underground testing as 
dangerous to the West. For 
it would be self- 
enforcing in the West, while it 
may well be violated in secrecy 
behind the iron curtain. More- 
over, it would freeze nuclear 
weapons development—a much 
more damaging thing to the 
West,. since it needs advanced 
weaponry as a counter-poise to 
Communist mass armies. 

But most observers were for 
gaining a‘ monitored treaty, 
even at the price of a risky 
moyatorium. Such a_ treaty, 
they said, besides eliminating 
further fall-out and preventing 
the spread of nuclear arms to 
other nations, would establish 
rudimentary controls upon 
which a more elaborate system 
of policing general disarmament 
could later be built. 

Walter Lippman, in the New 
York Herald Tribune, declared 
that an agreement between the 
U. S. and the U.S.S.R. on sus- 
pending nuclear testing is of 
vital importance to our times. 
It is possible that the Russians 
would violate an wunpoliced 
moratorium on smaliscale un- 
derground tests. But it is not 
very likely. The odds are that 
any secret testing would be dis- 
covered, and the consequent 
damage to the cheater’s reputa- 
tion would be enormous. The 
moratorium risk, therefore, 
is not great, especially when 
compared with the danger of 
other powers—China and Ger- 
many, for example—joining the 
nuclear race and increasing the 
likelihood of disaster.
